CONTROLLING THE LAW 
i Today ’s Anniv ersaries 
W 
HO was the most famou s au thor 
and the most influ ential Amer­ 
ican citizen 
of 
the 
Nineteenth 
centu ry ? Mark Su lliv an, in the sec­ 
ond v olu me of his history of 
ou r 
times, mak es a startling su ggestion. 
He nominates "William 
McGu ffy , 
au thor of the McGu ffy school read­ 
ers which were almost the 
whole 
libraries and literatu res of 
m u lti­ 
tu des of Americans. To the school 
readers he attribu tes the p op u larity 
of the Hamlet “to be, or not to be” 
soliloqu y , Poe’s "Rav en,” the whole 
moralizing tone of the age, mu ch of 
it based on the qu ite false p rop osi­ 
tion that honesty is the best policy , 
and the American cu lt of k indness 
to animals. The life of the 
early 
Twentieth centu ry was in the hands 
of men trained on these readers, 
many of whom had read littlj» else. 
It was a moralizing and rather 
stu p id time—bu t 
ev en 
that 
has 
some adv antages ov er a demoraliz­ 
ing and hectic time. 


We used to study in o ur bo o ks o n po litical eco n­ 
o my that the law o f supply and demand fix ed the 
¡ price. 
In tho se day s we recall also that it sug- 
[ gested that the supply meant the amo unt that was 
! pro duced o r av ailable. 
It is no lo nger limited in 
i just that way . 
Supply means the amo unt that is 
o ffered. 
In 
o ther wo rds supply can 
be 
gaged 
in relatio n to the demand. 
No w’ it seems that the sugar mills o f the wo rld 
are go ing to call a halt o n the supply until the de­ 
mand, the appetite, gets whetted up fo r a bigger 
price. 
Pro ducers o f grapes in o ur o wrn Califo rnia 
hav e affected the supply by cutting do wn the ship­ 
ments in carlo ad lo ts to the east. 
Milk pro ducers 
hav e disco v ered that it is well to affect the supply . 
No lo nger is the law o f supply and demand so 
inex o rable as we used to co nsider it, fo r the demand 
itself also is affected thro ugh publicity and adv er­ 
tising. • In o ther wo rds the o peratio n o f the so - 
called law is just as clearly under the co ntro l o f 
men as is the current o f electricity under co ntro l o f 
the o perato r at the switchbo ard. 
This truth is im­ 
po rtant because it underlies many false co nclusio ns 
in eco no mics.
